This  installation,  located  in  the  northern 
part  of  Daugavpils  (Figure  1),  is  partially  se- 
cured by  a single  fence  and  contains  a large, 
double -fenced  storage  area. 

The  installation  covers  approximately  250 
acres  and  contains  7 administration  buildings, 
9 barracks,  90  storage  buildings,  and  19  sup- 
port buildings  (Figures  2 and  .3). 

Seven  missions  of  good  quality  photography, 
from  July  1956  to  June  1964,  were  used  in  this 
report.  Comparative  analysis  reveals  the  area 


is  active  year  round.  Between  July  1956  and 
December  1961,  16  buildings  were  razed  and  23 
constructed;  between  December  1961  and  July 
1963,  14  buildings  were  razed  and  8 constructed; 
and  between  July  1963  and  June  1964,  5 build- 
ings were  razed  and  6 constructed. 

This  does  not  appear  to  be  a barracks  area, 
as  indicated  in  the  TDI  undeii 
It  probably  should  be  carried  as  a storage  facility 
with  an  associated  housing  area.

Railroad  Service 

The  installation  is  adjacent  to  the  Daugav- 
pils North  and  Central  railroad  yards. 

Road  Service 

A hard-surfaced  road  connects  the  area  to 
Daugavpils . 

Administrative  and  Troop  Housing  Area 

Area  D contains  one  administration  build- 


ing, 9 multistory  barracks,  7 storage  buildings, 
and  3 support  buildings. 

General  Storage  Areas 

Area  El  contains  5 multistory  administra- 
tion buildings,  66  storage  buildings,  and  12 sup- 
port buildings. 

Area  E2  contains  one  administration  build- 
ing, 17  storage  buildings,  and  4 support  buildings .
